Additionally, oil companies 
risked losing their lucrative pe|iq- 
leum fuel markets to hemp oil and 
bidmaSS fuel produced from the 
1 ffl'Libse of hemp (among other] 
plants. Henry Ford foresaw some 
■d the detriments al pel roch arni¬ 
ca's and si rived lo replace fossil 
lue! wilh biomass. However. 
Rockefeller, Rplhschild and others 
. lobbied in the late 1900's to create 
ihn ubiquitous monopoly over en¬ 


ergy that the muiinniion-a! petro¬ 
chemical oompanlos enjoy today. 
!n Fact, on the Now York Stock 
Exchange, over 90% ol the lolai 
value of issues traded is d reedy 
related 1g the Ideal! Tuel industry, 
which is diametrically opposed lo 
the employment or biomass as a 
source of energy, due to lha mare 
elficie nt and e nvirenmentally stable 
na lyre of the- sad h's premier source 
of renewable energy, hemp. 

Inextricably involved in the thn 
“anti-marijuana" campaign, the 
timber industry and papor manu¬ 
facturing industry also stood lo lose 
substantial portions of their war; 

The s-aarsl Empire, with Is 
large timber holdings and nation¬ 
wide newspaper chain unscrupu¬
